2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -8 are 
drawn to a process for increasing the yield of a cyclodextrin-guest molecule complex or 
increasing the amount of guest molecule in cyclodextrin-guest molecule complex, 
comprising forming a solution of cyclodextrin and a guest molecule in a solvent by 
heating the solution to about 60° C to about 100° C or by adjusting the pH to about 1 1 to 
about 13 wherein the cyclodextrin is present at a concentration of 15% (w/w) or above, 
and the molecular ratio of cyclodextrin to guest molecule is between 1:1 to 10:1, 
followed by mixing to form cyclodextrin-guest molecule precipitate and separating the 
precipitate to recover the complex, is not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art of the
